The realistic and decisive way with which you faced this pro- 
blem in all its magnitude has made a strong impression on me 
and on the Peruvian Government. From your statements and from 
our own information, we can appreciate the gravity of the sit- 
uation for the entire world and especially for America. 

By tradition and geographic situation Peru is western democratic 
country whose security and integrity are now menaced by this 
inminent Soviet aggression. Peru is a loyal friend of the US 
and of the other countries of this continent as has been demon- 
strated fcn various critical occasions, and is sincere supporter 
greatest possible inter-American cooperation. 

In confirmation of this GOP has decided instruct its represen- 
tative to COAS vote favorably for immediate convocation of 
meeting of Organ of Consultation of Inter-American System in 
accordance with Rio treaty.
